My dear Mr, Lummis: 


It was my pleasure and privilege last 
nignt to listen in on your most interesting ad- 
dress on "Folk Lore" and I wish we might have more 
of this sort of thing. 


It was my intention to phone to you and 
make an appointment immediately upon my return 
from Oregon, but I had no sooner cleared my desk 
of its accumuletion, when I fell and fractured my

being in June 1925, the time seems quite distant, but 
one must prepare for these things in advance, 


As I said before this is not official, but 
that Imay speak with authority when the matter is 
referred to the committee, would it be possible for 
you to appear in Portland - Oregon at that timo?
